London, April 16 —Details of the 
anti-communist coup at Canton, re¬ 
ceived by the Exchange Telegraph 
Company, show the authorities took 
exceptional precautions to Insure the 
foreign quarter at Hhnmoen ngaictsr 
disorder.

John Nowell Evans, veteran chief magistrate of the dintrlct of North 
Cowichan, who was sustained In his election to the reeveshlp In a Supreme 
Court action yesterday, has had a remarkable career. 

On A|SrlI 2, l£t4, h** sailed from Southampton for Victoria, during the 
American civil year. Two months and two weeks Inter hln vessel docked at 
Victoria, a remarkably fast trip at the time, due to passage oxer the Panama 
railway from nhlp to ship. 

Fifteen or twenty house*, grouped behind the Government Building*, 
comprised the city of Victoria In those days, recalls Beeve Evans, and a 
wooden pile bridge spanned the Causeway. Ifls first job wan at the con¬ 
struct ion of Craigflnwcr Hoad. 

While thus engaged Victoria went gold-crazy in a night, with the dis¬ 
covery at Leech River of a |73 nugget by a negro. Mr. Evans stayed with 
the road, and saw many a disappointed man coming hack. Later, he 
obtained work on farm* around Victoria, ran a milk route, and gradually- 
worked his way up -island until the Cowichan Valley held him'. Election* 
were always keen at Duncan, recall* Mr. Evan*, who states that In 1872 
there were no less tluxn six candidates in the field for two seats open in 
thr Cowichan Salt (Spring Inland seats. 

In 1802 Mr. Evan* entered the B.C. Legislature a* member of Cowichan.

Ths greasing operation nowadays ■ 
Isn't the grimy and torturesome oc¬ 
cupation of year* ago. when grease 
cup* afforded the only means of ap- | 
plying this lubricant to lndlvidu*’ 
Joints. Pressure systems, and esped- I 
ally the latest mode of unified and I 
sir gle-control pressure s'stem, have^ 
Gone away with this. 

It takes a short time and little 
effort to grease the car. thanks to j 
- these appl ianc es . . .rr- 

For these, however, a special 
grease usually has to be used a<» 
that It may move freely from Ihe 
gun and through the entire Joint. 
Th* best type i* a heavy grade of 
good mineral oil mixed m a lime 
base and cooked to a Jell. There are 
oils with soda base which aren't so I 
effective, because water will sap.m ' 
Ify them and wash them off. Lime ' 
bass o il s, on the other hand, are no* ! 
affected by water and stick to the * 
Joints and hearings. 

The parts of the car that require ! 
grease every week are the spring j 
shackles, spring blocks and end* of • 
springs: th* tie rod bolt*, the ends , 
of the steering connecting rod. brake I 
and clutch pedal hubs under the 
floor txwrd. the dutch release fork 
pin under the clutch cover, the 
dutch release, bearing retainer which 
la fed by a cup outside the trans¬ 
mission housing, the ends of the 
brake shaft, the starter alinding 
gears, the brake cam nhaft and the 
distributor gears and clutch on the 
gmerator. 

These require merely a turn of the 
cup. If cup* are still attached to 
these parts, otherwise a alight turn 
of the pressure gun handle la all 
that's necessary. 

t'omplete greasing 1 * necessary 
every thousand miles Then the front 
wheel hubs and hub caps ore filled 
with soft grease, the roar wheel i 
plugs and hubs are filled with tin 
same type and similar grease goes 
Into the pinion shaft taring. 

There are other parts that require 
oil. rather than the heavier grease, 
to keep them running smoothly. 
These relate to the motor and gen¬ 
erator. where, motions are quick and 
constant. 

Steam cylinder oil. which Is a 
heavy mineral oil with a llpte base 
similar to th* ’••ne used in special ! 
grease gun*, is useful for the efTi- 
dent operation of . the gears In the 
transmission and rear axle housing. 

Now that warm weather will soon 
be upon us. the oil. In the transmis¬ 
sion and rear end should be drained 
out and a heavier mixture injected. 
Too thin an oil here would lose its 
effect aa a film agalnat the friction 
of th* rears, especially as the days 
get warmer. 1 

The steering gear also should h* 
rreased with the same type of oil or 
thin “grease put into the transmission 
The grease goe-« into (he atcerlrg 
gear housing at the side of the 
"nginp. Ordinary cup grease might 
do, however.

Showing an early 
aptitude for music, he studied under the finest 
teacher in the principality, and to further his 
education traveled extensively, particularly in 
Italy, France and Spain. Owing to ill-health 
Mr. Morgan was ordered to move to a dry 
climate and high altitude and decided to locate 
in Alberta. Arriving in Calgary in 1912 he 
liyed there for five or ux years, taking a promi¬ 
nent part in musical'circles in the city and pro¬ 
vince. Mr. Morgan, who is the possessor of 
a fine tenor voice, assisted in the organiza¬ 
tion of the Calgary Symphony Orchestra and 
also the Calgary Male Chorus, of which he 
was the director, in addition to being choir¬ 
master of a large church choir. The public 
was quick to appreciate his talents and he was 
in great demand all over the province of Alberta 
singing, lecturing and adjudicating. Like a 
number of prairie people Mr. Morgan came 
to the Pacific Coast, and after a short sojourn 
in Vancouver was attracted to Seattle by the 
symphony orchestra, which he joined, playing 
the viola, and was also appointed tenor soloist 
in the First Presbyterian Church and later in 
St. James Cathedral. In 1922 Graham Mor¬ 
gan was appointed director of the Amphion 
Society of Seattle, the premier male chorus of 
the Pacific Coast, winning the shield emble¬ 
matic of first place in the male chorus comoeti- 
Iions at the Vancouver Musical Festival three 
years in succession.

while comparatively new to 
America, have long been a feature of the 
musical life in the Old Land and need no intro¬ 
duction to those who have crossed to this conti¬ 
nent to find their homes. For those who have 
not had the privilege and pleasure of competing 
in. or attending a musical festival, however, it 
might he wise to explain the objects of the 
competitions. 

The most important aim of those behind 
the festival movement is education in matters 
musical. This particularly applies to the 
encouragement and development in the minds of 
the young of the love for and appreciation of 
good music, instrumental, vocal and choral. 
The competitive feature tends to increase the 
interest taken in ihe development of a high 
musical standard and the criticism of the various 
competitors by an adjudicator of unquestioned 
experience and ability is of untold value in 
reaching this standard. 

The musical life of a city cannot but be 
helped hy a festival competition for the reasons 
that enthusiasm and efficiency is increased, new 
organizations such as choirs and choruses are 


In 1910 a number of professional men 
combined to organize a • symphony orchestra 
and five were chosen to lead in rotation. Dur¬ 
ing the war the orchestra languished and the 
governing hoard decided upon a new policy, 
appointing Mr. Denton sole conductor, which 
position he occupied for a period of seven yean 
with considerable success.

Charles d« La Tour, her huittfnd. had built a fort and trading post at the mouth of 
the Ht. John river. In the present province of New Brunswick. His claim to possession 
of this territory was disputed by * rival trader. De Chornleay. Each had secured grants 
of land and the monopoly of trade with the Indians from the French cros'ji, and the 
situation was complicated by the overlapping of their domains, the Intrigues of their re¬ 
spective supporters at the French court, and the claim of England to the territory 
Involved. 

The conflict continued for years, with alternate successes and defeats- for each party 
In the Spring of 1««9 L* Tour went to Boston to beg aid from Massachusetts against 
his rival, In exchange for n share In hia trade and tarrltory. He left his wife In charge 
of the fort, which w aa defended by a garrison of only fifty men, Charnlsay, hearing! 


the loss of twenty men killed and thirteen wounded. Reinforced, he again attacked. In- 
gplref by Madame La Tour, the defenders held out agslnst repeated assaults, night snd 
day. until toaard eveneing of ths fourth day. Raster Sunday, Da Uharnlsay’s men suc¬ 
ceeded in making n breach In the palisade and entered the fort. After further despefaU 
resistance. Madame La Tour finally surrendered, on promise that the lives of her men 
Shoul be spared. De Charnlsay broke faith and hanged all the survivors except one man. 
whom he allowed to live on condition of acting aa hangman to his companions, and 
Madame La Tour, who was compelled to witness thsir execution with a rope round her 
own neck. Broken-hearted she fell IU, and died within three weeks of ths surrender 
Somewhere within the precincts of the present city of BU John probably rests the body 
of ths heroine of Fort La Tour. 

The picture gives an Idea of the arms and costumes of thf period. At close quarters 
the fight probably waa carried on with pistols, swords and sixteen-foot pikes, dome of 
the combatants would wear steel helmets and breaktplatea, while others would he clad in 
wide-skirted coats of buff leather, without sleeves.

The mouth and Ups msy be 
hovered with tiny white spots like 
drops of milk which one can wipe, 
off but which leaves a raw, bleeding 
I spots beneath. 

Thrush Is caused by lack of proper 
care of the bottles and nipples used 
tn feeding the baby, or In a nursing 

baby. It may. be caused from the 
mother's In ok of care of her own 


I The dirt which such obje cts -nainr . 
dark {ally collect causes this mold which Is 
' known aa thrust. , 

The baby's mouth should be gent¬ 
ly washed before and after each 
nursing with boric acid water or bi¬ 
carbonate of soda solution. The lat¬ 
ter which la common baking soda 
can be prepared In the porportlnn 
of one teaspoon of the soda to three 
ounces of boiled' water. Keep In n 
covered bottle and use a fresh piece 
of cotton each time the mouth is 
swabbed out. Care should be taker 
that the little white spots are not 
rubbed off as this increases the Irri¬ 
tation.

FIND HARDY APRICOT 

Among the newer species of 
plants brought over is a wild apricot 
found growing on rocky mountain¬ 
sides that were practically devoid of 
other vegetation. The fruit is very 
small, dry and mostly seed. 

It Is unlikely that even under more 
favorable conditions the fruit will be 
any better, but the hardiness of tho 
trees Is a valuable characteristic that 
may prove useful to plant breeders 
In developing an.apricot for our more 
northern states. 

A wild grape was found growing 
luxuriously on the mountains and 
yielding a heavy crop. It la highly 
favored by the nattves for making 
claret and Jams. Its hardiness and 
high yielding ability Indicate that It 
may be of value In breeding a table 


ment of Agriculture. P. H. Doraett 
and his son, J. H., recently returned 
from China with thousands of se¬ 
lections of seeds, bulbs, tubers, 
mtlpga and plants .new to 
this continent.
